OTTAWA, May 16. 


The house prorovued at 4 p. m. 

The Calgary and Edmonton railway bill 
passed its third reading. 

House met at 11 and concurred in the 
Senate’s amendments to several bills. 

Adam Hudspeth, member of the commons 
for South Victoria, died on Monday. 

The time for the completion of the Wood 
Mountain and Qu’Appelle railway has been 
extended, 

Answering Trow the premier protwised 
that Bremner would be indemnified whether 
the government was liable or not. 

The committees’ reports on the Rykert 
and Middleton charges were unanimously 
adopted by the commons. Middieton must 
pay for Bremner’s furs or resign, or perhaps 
both. 

All the railway subsidies have been passed 
and the supplementary estimates concurred 
in. Among the bills held over arethe North- 
west Territories act, the Territories real pro- 
perty act, ‘and tne Dominion lands act 
amendments, 

Further railway subsidies were brought 
down on Monday, including the Lake Mani- 
toba railway and canal company, 6,400 
acres Fad mile from Port.ge la Prairie to 
Lake Winnipegoosis 125 miles, and the Mani- 
toba South Eastern from Winnipeg to the 
Lake of the Woods 110 miles, the same grant. 

No mention is made of the Hudson’s Bay 
railway but a bill has been passed extending 
the time for completion of the road to 1896. 
This isdone to permit the promoters to 
make other arrangements, seeing they were 
disappointed in the expectation of a Domin- 
ion cash subsidy. The promoters announce, 
however, that an arrangement will be made 
with the government by which sufficient aid 
will be advanced this vear as av instalment 
on the general scheme to enable them to 
build to the Saskatchewan, and next season 
the complete scheme will be formulated.

Three 
died of starvation. The Indians were obliged 
to kill and eat a number of their horses, and 
even Messrs, Cumming and Noyes were re- 
duced to horse steak before spring opened, 
having aided the starving Indians too liberal- 
ly from their stock of provisions during the 
winter. The snow was three to four feet 
deep with no crust,so that a man would sink 
init even with snow shoes on. A fairly good 
hunt was made in the mountains at the head 
of McLeod river in the early part of the 
winter and a number of fine heads of the 
big horn sheep secured. On the trip to Ed- 
monton the Athabasca was crossed on the 
ice, the McLeod was forded but it was very 
high, the Pembina was shallower. An im- 
mense rw of valuable timber was 
destroyed last season in the region between 
Edmonton and the mountains.

near at hand. It is to be hoped that the 
years of waiting through which we have pass- 
ed have not altogetier taken out of us the 
ability to place contidence in anything, and 
that hesitation has not become with us such 
a habit that we will fail to take advantage of 
the new and improved situation. We are 
about bo enter upun a new era,in the begin- 
ning of which events will move with dizzy 
rapidity and lightning changes will take 
place, 

Although Edmonton is the objective point 
of the raiiway scheme on which our hopes 
areat present centred,—and although we who 
now reside in this districtare Edmonton,—we 
will do well not to delude ourselves with the 
idea that the one or two millions of expendi- 
ture which the construction of the railway 
will entail is being made for our particular 
benefit: or to help us out of present difticuit- 
ies. The national money is being used to 
build this road and it is being built for the 
national benefit. We whoare already settled 
here at Edmonton are in a better position to 
reap greater material advantages from the 
construction ot bhe railway than any one else, 
but if we do reap these advantages it will be 
because we manage our affairs to that end 


and and not because they are forced upon 
us. 


The most important point of general inter- 
esc regarding the railway is the location of 
its terininus on the Saskatchewan river, for 
that it will not be pushed beyond the Sas- 
katehewan for some years tay be taken for 
granted. It woes without saying that where. 
ever that terminus is the business of this 
district and of the vast region to the north 
will centre. At that point the river will be 
crossed When the lineis pushed further horth, 
and at the same point the line to be 
built across the continent by way of the 
Jasper pass will almost certainly cross, Tn 
short, Where the terminus is made thefuture 
metropolis of What is really the Northwest 
will be. The present town of Kdmonton is 
the present trade centre of that vase region, 
itis the business centre of the agricultural 
settlement of the distriet, andof the outlying 
settlements as well, and itis the point to 
which the charter direets the road shall be 
buiit, the words being ‘tat or near Edmon- 
ton.” The amount of interes, which those 
whose business is established or whose pro- 
perty is located in this town have in seelng 
the terminus located “at” instead of “near” 
Edmonton need not be more than alluded to 
bere. And not only those who have land or 
business in the town are interested but those 
who own property or reside in the surround. 
He Co dulry Ave Miberested as well in having 
the prevent town of Kdmontop made the 
terminus. No other available point would 
be as central to all sectionsof the present 
settioment, If the terminus were located at 
one site or the other of Edmonton one half 
of the surrounding settlers on the other 
would be removed just thet much further 
from town.

British imioigrants can find more congenial 
surroundings and can achieve a measure of 
success more casily in the Kastern provinces 
than in the west. Easteru Catiadians find in 
the west thoroughly congenial surroundings 
and that scope for the exercise of their super- 
ior enterprise,energy and adaptability which, 
from overcrowding, they can not find at 
home. They can achieve a measure of suc- 
cess in the west of which assisted European 
immigrants cannot conceive and whieh tiey 
would not appreciate if they attained, If 
Manitoba and the Western Territories are 
anything to-day, or if they have a reasonable 
prospect of becoming anything in the near 
future, itis dueto the majority of their 
settlors being enterprising, industrious, law- 
abiding and loyal Canadians; it is not due to 
the colonies Of Mennonites, Icelanders, 
Swedes, Germans and Mormons who figure 
80 prominently in the governmeut reports. 
The European immigrant can do betterin the 
east; the eastern Canadian can do better in 
the west.. When each settler fluds that field 
to which he is best adapted is when it is 
best for the whole country. 


The Calgary Herald aims to displace the 
Regina Leader as the leading comie paper of 
the Northwest.
